This would offset $112,500 scheduled to be lost 
due to the Sales Tax Reform Act, which takes 
‘effect Sept. 1 and prohibits the city trom taxing 
food and drugs sold in the municipality 

The current 7 ent sales tax is composed of 5 
cents for the state government, 1.75 cents for the 
city, .25-cent to supplement. the Madison County 
government and .25-cent for the Madison Count 
Transit District, City Comptroller K.P. MacTag- 
gart said. ‘:

The truck was parked in the 
4700 block of Kirkpatrick Homes, 
where Brewer, 55, had arrived 
three days earlier to visit his 
daughter, Susan Migneron, 28. 

According to Det. Ned yp of 
the Granite City Police rt- 
ment, the gas cap had been 
removed from. the truck and a 
piece of cloth inserted. 

The flammable liquid used to 
ignite a fire ini the truck’s cab 
caused flash patterns inside the 
truck, Tapp said.

Sometimes the purchasers of real estate 
will sign a Sales contract indicating that the 
home is being soid “as is.” What happens in 
this situation if the buyers r find a con 
cealed defect in the home? Can they still sue 
for a breach of contract? 

in one recent case, an attorney decided to 
purchase a home after twice inspecting the 
premises with his real estate agent. The con- 
tract indicated that the purchaser would 
receive a $500.00 credit to “cover the cost of 
ail repairs regardiess of actual cost or nature 
of any defects.” The reai estate contract also 
provided that the home would be sold “as is 

The lawyer took possession of the property, 
and two Years later he discovered a problem 
while checking the insulation in the attic. He 
found evidence of fire damage which he 
characterized as concealed. He wrote several 
letters to the sellers complaining of the 


damage, and he requested that they remedy . 


the situation. When the sellers refused to take 
any action, the buyer sued them’for breach of 
contract 

The court had to decide whether the “as is’ 
clause along with the $500.00 credit operated 
as a disclaimer of any contractual representa

tions made by the seller. In order tor an “as 
is" clause to relieve the seller of any contrac 
tual promises, the “as clause must have 
been both expected and bargained for 
The elite court-in this se ruled in 
favor of the sdller, finding that there was no 
breach of canfract. The court noted that the 
buyer not only knew that the home had been 
involved in the fire but also knew that some 
fire damage still existed. The court also em: 
phasized that the attorney who bought the 
home was given complete freedom to.inspect 
any portion of the residence. The appeliate 
court felt that he could have easily checked 
the attic when he inspected the home before 
purchasing it. Therefore, the ‘as is” clause in 
the sales contract meant that the Séller could 
not be liable for breach of contract in this 
situation 
The lesson to be learned from this case is 
| estate buyers should be extremely 
igning a contract which contains an 
* clause. Thorough inspection of the 
property should be made before the closing, 
and’ every attempt should: be made by the 
buyer to have such a clause removed from the 
contract itself
